The  sanitiiry    situation  in    Santos  has 
again  become  a  cause  for  serious  alarm  and 
earnest  protest.    The  terrible  lessons  of  the 
last  three  or  four  years  seem  to  have  been 
quite  wasted  upon  the  authorities  who  are 
responsible  for  the  condition  of  that  city 
for  they  have  allowed  practices  and  abu.ses 
which  could  not  fail  to  bring  upon  them 
fatal  consequences.    One  of  these  abuses 
as  we  are  informed,  is  the  connection  of 
the  sewer  drains  with  the  surtace  w,iter 
drains  constructed  by  the  new  port  works 
company,  and  the  result  is  that  the  sewage 
from  a  considerable  part  of  the  city  is 
emptied  into  the  river  at  a  place  where  the 
ships  are  unloading  and  under  the  eyes  of 
those  who  are  landing  or  embarking  as 
passengers.  Common  decency  should  have 
taught  the  Santos  authorities  better  than 
this,  even  though  they  could  not  be  made 
to  see  the  perilous  consequences   which 
might  result  to  the  public   health.    But 
common  decency,  we  fear,  is  one  of  the 
lost    sentiments  here  in    South  America. 
There  is  an  abundance  of  fine  talk  and 
well-made  clothes,  but  when  we  come  down 
to  the  homely  subjects  of  cleanliness  and 
good  sanitation,  no  one  seems  to  have  any 
clear  idea  what  it  means.    In  Santos  they 
are  spending  enormous  sums  on  improving 
the  river  front  of  the  city,  and  much  good 
work  has  been  done.    And  then,  with  that 
fatal    blindness    which    characterizes   the 
sanilary  authorities  all  along   this  coast, 
they  allow  the  sewers  to  be  discharged 
mto  the  new  surface-water  drains  and  then 
directly  into  the  river  where  the  ships  are 
collected     The  result  is    that  Santos  is 
again  suffering  from  an  epidemic  of  yellow 
fever.     Nothing  else  could  have  been  ex- 
pected.   And  the  pity  of  it  is  that  the 
crews  of  foreign  vessels  moored  alongside 
the  new  quays  are  compelled  to  bear  the 
burden  of  suffering  on  account   of   this 
criminal  blunder.     It  may  not  be  untimely, 
perhaps,  to  ask  whether  the  Brazilian  sani- 
tary authorities  will  ever  learn  the  rudi- 
ments even  of  sanitary  science ! 


thorities  doing?  Practically  nothing! 
They  are  running  a  few  ambulances  and 
disinfectant  carts,  and  when  a  case  is  re- 
ported, if  it  is  a  poor  man,  they  run  him 
off  to  the  hospital  .and  disinfect  his  room. 
Beyond  th.at  they  are  doing  nothing  !  As 
for  inquiring  for  the  causes  of  these  fever 
outbreaks,  and  studying  the  best  means  of 
preventing  them,  it  really  never  occurs  to 
tliem !  There  is  one  cause,  however,  which 
ought  not  to  be  ignored  any  longer.  We 
have  spoken  of  it  again  anil  again,  but  tlie 
doctors  do  not  like  the  suggestions  oi  lay- 
men and  they  refuse  to  consider  it.  The 
facts  remain,  however,  and  to  these  we  in- 
vite attention.  During  the  years  we  have 
resided  in  this  city,  we  liave  noticed,  in 
common  with  many  others,  that  the  fever 
epidemics  in  this  port  alw.ays  begin  among 
the  vessels  anchored  in  the  Gambda.  This 
district  of  the  city,  also,  generally  suffers 
first  .and  most,  though  perhaps  some  of  the 
larger  thickly-settled  districts  show  the 
greater  mortality.  Now,  what  is  the  reason 
for  this  ?  Have  the  sanitary  authorities 
ever  investigated  the  question  ?  It  is  no 
secret;  everyone  must  know.  Let  them 
visit  the  water  front  of  that  part  of  the  city 
at  low  tide,  and  let  them  note  the  foul- 
smelling  mud  banks,  the  rotting  piers  and 
old  buildings,  the  crowiieil,  dirty  streets, 
and  the  many  offensive  things  which  con- 
tribute to  disease— and  then  let  them  give 
an  honest  opinion.  Until  the  Gamboa 
district  has  an  entirely  new  water  front, 
estcnding  into  tieep  water,  and  until  the 
streets  there  are  improved  and  new  outlets 
are  m.ade  for  its  congested  traffic,  the  city 
of  Rio  de  Janeiro  will  never  be  free  from 
fever.  The  authorities  may  drench  every 
house  in  the  city  with  disinfectants,  but 
still  the  slimy  water  front  of  the  Garabna 
will  continue  to  breed  contagion  and  create 
pestilence.

A  single  rail- 
way that  15  years  ago.  did  not  carry  a  Ion  of 
wheat  now  transports  437,000  tons  a  year  and 
others  in  profrorlion,  ami  yet  no  one  who 
Itnows  anything  of  the  counlry  will  deny  tlint 
hut  a  small  fraclion  of  land  has  iteen  sown 
even  in  the  wheal-helt ;  so  that  if  all  should  be 
sown  ivhich  is  adapted  especially  to  wheat  the 
1,000,000  tons  wiulil  be  20,000,000 ;  indeed,  il 
will  not  be  loni;  before  tve  shall  reach  10.000,000 
per  jiunum.  We  are  speaking  now  of  the  north 
western  wheat  belt,  hut  we  must  not  forget  Ihe 
far  soulh  where  nothing  has  yet  been  done  in 
the  way  of  corn-growing  but  which  is  as  leriile 
crnintry  as  that  which  has  been  planted.  Chnbut 
has  sown  enough  10  demonslrate  the  snjieriorily 
of  these  Soutliern  lands  for  wheat  growing, 
his  vast  area  of  ferlile  land  when  irlanled  and 


unproductive;  and  10  introduce  in  those  parts  a 
lan  in  money,  so  that  Ihe  relative  population  there

As  for  the  sanitary  condition  of  our  own 
city,  the  recent  increase  in  yellow  fever 
indicates  that  it  is  still  far  from  good.  The 
'rains  which  fell  during  the  months  of  Jan- 
uary and  February  kept  the  temperature 
down  and  the  streets  comparatively  clean. 
There  were,  consequently,  very  few  cases 
ofyellow  fever  reported,  and  we  were  led 
to  believe  that  we  should  escape  altogether. 
As  soon  as  the  rains  ceased,  however,  and 
the  late  summer  heat  began  to  be  felt,  the 
fever  cases  began  to  steadily  increase.  In 
March  there  were  86  deaths  from  this 
disease,  and  the  total  will  be  much  higher

— Fact*  hiiherto  unknown  in  relation  to  ttie 
arbitrarv  and  barbarous  treatment  of  adversnrie^i  of 
Marshal  Floriano  Peixoto's  government  continue 
to  come  to  light.  At  Curityim  Francisco  Freire 
de  Mello,  accused  of  having  served  the  revolu. 
tionists,  has  been  held  without  trial  in  a  filthy 
prison  at  the  barracks  of  the  6th  regiment  of  ar- 
tillery ever  since  last  August.  In  Tijucas,  Santa 
Catharina,  Joaquim  Vicente  Lopes  de  Oliveira, 
who  was  arrested  about  a  year  ago,  (33  days  after 
his  marriage)  by  order  of  Admiral  Jeronyrao  Gon- 
calves,  has  disappeared  and  his  wife  and  friends 
have  not  been  able  to  obtain  any  information  what- 
ever from  his  jailors  in  regard  to  him. 

—At  Santos,  on  the  l6th  inst,,  at  1 1  o'clock 
p.m.,  an  attack,  said  to  have  been  planned  at  the 
police  office,  was  made  on  the  printing  office  of  the 
Tribuna  do  Pmso.  The  type  was  completely  pied 
by  the  assailants  and  several  of  the  printers  were 
wounded.  This  outrage  gave  rise  to  a  lively  dis- 
cussion on  the  following  day  in  the  S.  Paulo  legis> 
laturc.  On  the  19th  the  ofiice  of  that  paper  was 
again  attacked,  the  editor  and  two  type-setlers 
succeeded  in  making  their  escape  through  the  back 
o|  the  building.  Subsequently  the  editor  was 
arrested  by  the  police  delet^ate,  who  is  said  to  have 
displayed  such  utter  lni;k  of  comprehension  of  the 
■duties  of  his  ofhce  as  to  strike  the  prisoner  after 
the  arrest  had  been  effected. 

— According  to  the  report  of  the  chief  of  police 
of  S.  Paulo  there  were  4.4!J7  arrests  in  that  city  in 
the  year  1S94.  Of  these  arrests  1,373  were  for 
disorderly  conduct,  897  for  vagrancy,  793  lor  theft 
and  robbery,  591  for  drunkenness,  176  for  assault 
and  battery,  29  for  murder,  17  for  anarchy,  4  for 
conspiracy,  and  608  for  other  causes.  The  17 
anarchists  were  sent  to  this  city  (or  the  purpose  ol 
Leing  deported,  but  were  here  released.  Of  the 
fpersons  arrested  1.903  were  Italians,  1,246  llrazil- 
ians,  550  Portuguese,  357  Spaniards,  109  Germans, 
•68  Frenchmen,  49  Russians,  32  Austiians,  37 
Americans,  16  Aralis,  lo  Swiss,  9  Englishmen,  8 
Belgians,  2  Argentines  and  I  Dutchman.  Of  these 
tirresls  1,265  ^^''^  made  by  detectives. 


RIO  GRANDE  DO  SUL. 

A  Montevideo  telegram  of  the  i6th  states  that 
on  the  IJlh  Telles  with  2.000  infantry  attacked 
Apparicio  Saratva  at  Passo  Camargo.  Apparicio 
resisted  for  an  hour,  but  on  the  approach  of  a 
column  under  Menna  Barrelo  retreated  lo  D.  Pe- 
"drito,  afterwards  rccrosaing  the  Santa  Maria  river 
and  effeclitiji  a  junction  with  the  troops  under 
Azambuja.  His  loss  is  estimated  at  10  killed  and 
JO  wounded  and  that  ol  Telles  at  over  30  killed 
'and  more  than  100  wounded. 

At  the  sitting  of  the  Supreme  Court  on  the  I7lh 
inst,  it  w.^s  decided  to  communicate  to  the  Sectio- 
nal Judge  pf  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  that  the  court 
insisted  on  the  execution  of  its  order  lor  Colonel 
Facundo  Tavares  to  be  prctented  to  it  and  that 
judge  was  instructed  to  ask  the  Federal  gavern> 
ment  10  enforce  the  execution  of  the  order,  il 
Facundo's  jailers  should  persist  in  relusing  to  pre- 
sent him  to  the  court.  Some  of  the  judges  of  the 
Supreme  Court  were  in  favor  of  an  order  fur  the 
immediate  release  of  the  prisoner;  but  it  was 
urged  that  this  might  endanger  the  latter's  life 
and  that  it  was  consequently  better  (or  his  perso. 
nal  security  that  he  should  be  presented  to  this 
city.  This  is  the  view  taken  of  the  matter  by  his 
brother,  Dr.  Francisco  Tavares,  who  is  conduct- 
ing tlie  case  before  the  Supreme  Court. 

We  have  already  had  occasion  to  refer  to  the 
vindicative  and  iniquitous  cruelly  with  which  this 
old  man  iias  been  treated  by  the  government  of 
Julio  de  Caslilho,  On  Nov.  I,  1892,  his  house 
was  attacked  by  50  policemen,  who,  after  killmg 
'his  two  sons  and  wounding;  him,  his  wife  .tnd  his 
■daughter,  carried  him  to  jail  where  he  was  kept 
without  trial.  On  the  2ist  of  last  November  the 
Supreme  Court  issued  In  his  favor  a  writ  of  habeas 
corpus  and  ordered  him  to  be  presented  to  the 
court  on  tlie  15th  of  December.  To  evade  com- 
pliance wilh  this  order  his  jailors  caused  him  to 
be  indicted  by  a  State  Court,  but  this  indictment 
was  alterwards  quashed  liy  the  Superior  Court  ol 
the  State,  The  sectional  solicitor  then  brought 
charges  against  him  before  the  Sectional  Court  at 
Poico  Alegre,  Fearing,  however,  to  let  the  case 
be  tried  liy  this  court,  Julio  de  Castilhos  succeed- 
•ed  in  inducing  the  superior  court  to  reverse  its 
■decision  and  to  declare  that  the  State  Courts  had 
jurisdiction  in  tlie  matter,  thus  reviving  the  indict- 
ment which  had  been  quashed.  A  day  was  fiKcd 
■for  his  trial,  bat  two  days  before  the  date  fixed  the 
respective  court  suddenly  adjourned  and  the  jury 
was  dissolved. 

And  now  the  president  of  the  Superior  Couit  at 
Poito  Alegre  telegraphs  that  Facundo  cannot  be 
presented  to  the  Supreme  Court  because  he  is 
subject  lo  tlie  jurLsdiciion  of  the  Courts  of  Rio 
Grande.  Thus  Julio  de  Castilhos,  who  avails  him. 
self  of  the  interference  of  the  general  government 
to  hold  himsell  in  office,  resents  such  interference 
%vhen  it  attempts  to  shield  the  people  of  tlie  State 
<rom  his  tyranny.  This  system  of  "Heads  I  woin, 
crowns  you  lose  "  may  be  very  advantageous  to 
(hose  who  profit  by  it ;  but,  if  it  is  legal,  the 
sooner  the  laws  are  changed  the  better  it  will  be 


for  the  cause  of  justice  and  for  the  inlereiti  of  the 
Brazilian  people. 

There  has  recently  l>een  some  talk  nf  ■  plot 
against  the  general  government,  in  which  the  cait> 
tilhistas,  Moreira  Cei>ar,  the  governor  of  Parani, 
and  certain  politician*  in  S.  Paulo  ire  uid  (o  lie 
involved,  We  presume,  however,  that  what  gives 
rise  to  tills  report  Is  the  fact,  to  which  we  alluded 
in  a  previous  number,  of  Pinheiro  Mnclixdo'ii 
having  carried  with  him  to  Rio  Grande  written 
declarations  of  prominent  men  who  promise  lA  up. 
pose  any  solution  that  deptJvet  Julio  de  Castilhos 
of  the  governnriliip. 

A  recent  telegram  slates  that  the  defections  in 
the  ranks  ol  his  partisans  in  liio  (iiande  are 
constantly  increasing. 

The  revolutionists  appear  to  be  deiiving  com 
deralile  benefit  from  their  lax  on  cattle,  In  (he 
vicinity  of  Pelota«  alone  this  tax  is  said  to  have 
produced  already  over  7o:00O$o00.  It  is  added 
that  very  few  cattle  reach  Poito  Alegre  (rom  the 
Northern  part  of  the  State  with'jiit  having  paid 
the   tax. 

A  Montevideo  telegram  ol  the  I9lh  insl.  to  the 
Jornal do  Commen- io  ol  Khii  iWy  states  that  there 
are  many  sensational  report*  in  circulalinn  in  the 
River  Plate  in  regard  lo  affairs  in  Kio  Grande  do 
Sul.  One  nf  these  reports  is  that  which,  as  we 
have  already  stated,  has  circulated  here  in  regard 
to  an  alleged  plot  for  overthrowing  the  govern, 
ment  ol  President  Prudente  de  Moraes,  In  Mon- 
tevideo il  was  reported  that  the  3d,  nth,  and 
39th  battalions  o(  infantry  had  been  induced  to 
take  part  in  the  proposed  movement  by  a  promise 
of  being  permitted  lo  sack  tbe  towns  o(  Porto 
Alegre,  Rio  Grande,  Pelotas  and  Jaguarilo. 

The  conspirators  counted,  it  was  said,  on  the 
assistance  ol  the  torpedo  boat  Silvada  and  had 
promised  the  command  of  the  naval  force  to  Capi. 
Luciano  Abreu.  It  was  added  that  on  the  disco- 
very ol  the  plot  many  arrests  were  made. 

It  was  also  reported  at  Montevideo  thai  Julio  de 
Castilhos  had  refused  to  oliey  the  order  of  the 
Supreme  Court  granting  a  wilt  o( Aabens  eorfiui 
in  favor  of  Col.  Facundo  Tavares  and  that  Pre- 
sident Prudente  de  Moraes  had  instructed  Gen. 
Moura  to  lake  the  prisoner  by  force,  but  that  the 
troops  at  Porto  Alegre,  on  receiving  from  Moura 
an  order  to  that  cffecl,  had  refused  to  obey. 

The  A'oticiit,  m  view  of  tliese  reports  tent  lo 
Itamaraty  Palace  a  reporter,  who  was  informed  by 
the  President's  secretary  that,  as  to  the  ■lleged 
plot,  the  government  had  received  no  information 
whatever  on  the  subject,  and  that,  as  to  the  re- 
ported disolwdience  ol  the  troops  to  Gen.  Mnura's 
order  for  taking  Facundo  by  force  from  Castilhos, 
the  story  could  not  be  true  for  the  simple  reason 
that  no  such  order  had  been  given. 

The  Jomaloi  the  30th  says  that  on  the  previous 
day  the  President  had  received  a  communication 
from  the  Supreme  Court  in  regnrd  to  Col.  Fa- 
cundo'a  case  and  had  answered  that  he  would  act 
in  the  matter  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of 
the  constitution. 

Gen.  Moura  in  a  dispatch  lo  the  war  office  says 
that  in  the  engagement  on  the  I3ih  45  revolution- 
ists were  killed  and  that  the  force  under  Apparicio 
had  been  re<luced  to  800  men.  Our  renders  will 
remember  that  some  weeks  ago  the  castilhistag 
claimed  that  it  had  been  reduced  to  200. 

The  loss  of  the  castilhistas,  according  to  Gen. 
Moura,  was  one  corporal  and  one  private  killed 
and  one  colonel,  one  captain,  two  ensigns  and  nine 
privates  wounded. 

A  telegram  of  the  I9lh  states  that  (he  revoln- 
tionists  under  Reverbel  have  taken  Cacequl,  which 
is  on  the  railway  about  haU  way  between  Urn- 
guayana  and  Pnrto  Alegre.  I(  this  news  is  cor- 
rect Reverbel  will  thus  probably  be  able  lo  pltce 
himseK  in  communication  with  the  revolutionists 
who  have  pusse»sion  of  (he  northern  part  of  the 
Slate. 

The  Jotnal  ill}  Commercio  reports  a  conversation 
in  which  the  President  ol  the  Republic  is  stated  to 
have  given  tntormal  expression  lo  his  views  on  the 
Rio  Grande  question,  displaying  an  earnest  desire 
for  peace  but  alluding  at  the  same  time  to  the 
situation.  He  does  not  appear,  however,  to  have 
recognised  that  those  difficulties  have  been  caused 
by  the  undue  use  o(  federal  iroops  to  bold  Julio 
de  Castilhos  in  office  against  the  will  ol  the  people 
o(  the  Slate  and  that,  if  this  interference  conti- 
nues, it  must  eventually  lead  either  (o  (he  complete 
subjugation  of  those  people  or  to  the  separation 
u(  Rio  Grande  (rom  the  rest  o(  Brazil.  The  longer 
the  intervention  of  the  general  government  in  fa- 
vor ol  Castilhos  continues  the  more  difficult  it 
becomes  to  arrive  at  what  seems  to  us  the  only 
satisfactory  solution  of  the  problem,  which  is  to 
permit  the  people  of  Rio  Grande  to  have  a  govern* 
ment  of  their  own  selection. 

The  daily  papers  of  the  21st  int.  publish  the 
telegram  of  Connives  Ferreira,  Minister  ofijus* 
tice,  lo  Julio  de  Castilhos  and  the  tatter's  answer. 
Tbe  minister  telegraphs  as  follows  : 
"The  Federal  Supreme  Court  has  just  inform- 
ed the  President  of  the  Republic  that  at  its  sitting 
of  the  17th  inst.  it  decided  to  instruct  the  sectional 
judge  of  your  State  to  act  in  conlormily  witfi  art. 
17  of  Law  No.  221,  ol  Nov.  20,  1894,  for  the 
execution  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  granted  lo 
Lient.  Col.  JosiS  Facundo  da  Silva  Tavares. 

"  The  court  has  also  asked  for  the  intervention 
of  Ihe  federal  government  in  conformity  with  art, 
6  $  4  of  Ihe  constitution  for  securing  the  execution 
ol  its  decision. 

"  Apprising  you  of  foregoing,  the  government  is 
confident  that  your  influence  with  the  local  authori- 
ties will,  as  far  as  possible,  be  patriotically  em- 
ployed in  obtaining  the  execution  of  the  decision 
of  the  federal  judiciary,  as  is  so  expedient  for  the 
interests  ol  the  republic.  Please  answer  without 
delay.  " 
To  this  Julio  de  Castilhos  answered : 
"  I  have  just  conferred  wilh  the  judges  of  the 
superior  court  and  with  the  primary  judge  on  the 
suDJect  of  your  telegram  to-day  received. 

"They  authorize  me  lo  assure  you  that  they 
have  never  had  the  intention  of  disrespecting  the 
order  of  the  supreme  court  and  to  slate  to  you  the 
following : 

"  Facundo  Tavares  was  indicted  by  a  Stale 
court,  whose  competence  is  sustained  in  art.  83  o( 
Ihe  Law  o(  Nov.  20,  1894,  as  was  decided  by  the 
Supreme  Court,  when  last  Janiury  it  refuted  to 
grant  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus  on  account  of  the 
ndictment. 


"Having  received  an  order  for  information  in 
regard  to  the  new  application  for  habeas  corpus, 
the  Siflte  couit  has  sent  an  account  of  what  has 
occurred  with  re^peciful  observations  on  the  lalse 
Ht^tcinenis  made  by  the  prisoner.  The  judges 
have  klnce  awaited  the  decision  of  the  Supreme 
Court  with  the  inteniion  o(  olwying  the  order 
without  the  sliuhieNl  delay  and  they  now  add  that 
tlie  ptianner  FuLumto  will  Iw  presented,  wiihoul 
need  ol  any  liirther  requisition,  to  the  sectional 
judjje. 

"Ihuii  anxweiing  your  telegram,  I  inlute  you." 

The  report  o(  a  Casiilhista  plot  against  the  ge- 
neral government,  which  appears  to  have  been 
taken  from  the  '/'nbuna  Popular  of  Montevideo, 
ha«  brought  lonh  many  contradictions,  including 
one  Irom  Gen.  Moura,  commander  o(  the  military 
district.  Vet  a  correspondent  of  the  Jornal  Ja 
Brazil,  writing  from  the  city  o(  Rio  Grande  on 
the  14th  inst.,  positively  aifcerts  tliat  there  is  no 
doubt  of  the  existence  of  the  plot.  The  revolution, 
he  *ay»>,  was  lo  commence  on  the  12th  and  printed 
bulletins  had  been  prepared  for  distribulmn  on 
that  day.  The  plot,  however,  was  discovered  and 
the  officers  of  the  torpedo-boat  SHvado  were 
airculed  «nd  sent  to  Porto  Alegre.  The  bulletins 
were  destroyed  when  the  conspirators  learned  that 
(he  plot  had  licen  discovered. 

In  the  colony  of  Cmxias  there  has  been  a  fight 
between  lederalists  and  castilhiMas,  but  the  only 
paiticulirt  received  here  are  that  the  latter  lost  a 
surgeon  killed  and  a  captain  wounded. 

Tlie  Jornal  do  Bratil  publishes  this  morning 
telegrams  (mm  Montevideo  stating  that  the  Uru- 
guysn  government  has  promised  that  ol  Brazil  to 
issue  orders  lor  internaling  Saldanha  da  Gama  and 
that  Telles  has  defeated  at  Santa  Maria  Chica  the 
revolutionary  leader  Apparicio  Saraiva,  who  is  re- 
ported to  have  been  severely  wounded,  Torquato 
Severo,  it  is  said,  having  been  killed.  The  tele- 
gram  adds,  however,  that  these  reports  require 
confirmation.

—The  Santa  Anna  branch  o(  Ihe  Cataguaiea 
railway  was  opened  to  traffic  on  Ihe  iSlh  inst. 

—For  facilitating  traffic  on  Ihe  Central  Railway 
a  locomotive  depot  will  be  established  at  the  sta- 
tion of  JoSo  Gomes, 

—A  Porto  Novo  the  bakeries  have  been  obliged 
to  close  because  the  houses  in  this  city  of  which 
tliey  have  ordered  flour  have  been  unable  to  ship 
it  on  the  Central  Railway. 

-The  Jornal  do  Commercio  savs  that  the  ex- 
amination of  the  books  n(  the  Central  Railway 
have  disclosed  a  shortage  which  amounts,  perhaps, 
to  four  or  five  thousand   contos. 

-During  the  month  of  March  the  new  chief  of 
the  locomotive  department  imposed  no  less  than 
300  fines  on  his  subordinates,  Rggregaling  over 
4,000$.  There  must  be  something  like  complete 
anarchy  among  the  employes  of  that  road. 

—A  telegram  received  yesterday  from  Chapeu  d' 
Uvas  states  that  there  are  3,720  head  of  cattle 
at  that  place  awaiting  shipment  to  Rio  de  Janeiro. 
Although  application  wax  made  30  days  ago  for 
cattle  cars,  they  have  nut  yet  l>een  (urnished. 

— It  is  said  that  a  meeting  ol  railway  managers 
will  be  convoked  in  June  for  the  purjiose  of  dis- 
cussing means  for  harmonizing  public  interests 
wilh  those  of  the  comiianies,  securing  more  uni- 
form tariflfs,  etc.  II  the  State  railways  would  set  a 
better  example,  perhaps  the  problem  might  be 
saved  without  a  meeting. 

—According  lo  the  report  of  the  director  of  the 
Porto  Alegre — Uruguayana  railway  for  Ihe  year 
1893,  whicfi  has  just  been  published,  the  receipts 
o(  the  road  that  year  amounted  to  I,364,6i2$343 
against  96o,796$oii  in  1891.  The  length  o(  Ihe 
road  at  that  time  was  378*410  km.  and  its  cost 
was  23,8i5,356$c8l.  Tlie  net  revenue  of  the  road 
was  only  36,7»$4io  or  about  loo$ooo  per 
kilometre. 

—Tbe  director  of  the  Central  railway  is  calling 
in  the  500  free  passes  issued  to  spies  by  the  gov- 
ernmentol  Marshal  Floriano  Peixoto,  The  present 
government,  shortly  after  its  inauguration,  dis- 
pensed with  the  services  of  those  spies,  who,  how- 
ever, have  continued  lo  make  use  of  their  (ree 
passes  whenever  they  travelled  on  the  Central 
railway,  although  no  longer  in  the  employ  of  the 
govern  ineflt. 

—There  may  be  some  idea  that  the  Central  railwaiy 
is  suffering  from  a  scarcity  of  employes,  but  the  re- 
verse is  much  nearer  the  truth.  A  correspondent 
writes  us  that  it  employs  three  times  the  number 
of  men  that  an  American  or  English  road  would 
find  necessary.  The  stations  are  crowded  with 
men  who  have  nothing  to  do  but  smoke  cigarettes 
and  gossip.  At  Taubai^  there  are  50  men  em- 
ployed— and  ten  active  men  would  probably  be 
quite  enough  \  And  on  the  S.  Paulo  express 
{Cachneira  to  S.  Paulo)  twenty  men  are  employed 
— 4  on  the  engine  and  16  on  the  train  !  And  what 
are  they  for?  The  road  is  carrying  less  than  half 
of  what  it  ought  to  carry,  and  it  is  financially  a 
failure  I  Why  should  it  employ  such  an  army  of 
useless  men  ? 

— The  situation  on  the  Central  railway  is  truly 
anomalous.  One  hardly  kno'^s  what  to  think  of 
it.  The  greatest  railway  in  Brazil,  owned  by  the 
state,  and  with  the  resources  of  the  national  trea- 
sury behind  it — and  yet  it  is  nnable,  or  unwilling, 
to  perform  the  most  ordinary  functions  ofa  railway. 
On  the  17th  a  resident  o(  Taubale,  M.ij.  Oliveira 
Moura,  wanted  lo  ship  his  furniture  to  Sa>  Paulo, 
to  which  place  he  is  moving,  but  was  told  that  he 
could  not  do  il.  He  telegraphed  to  the  chief  of 
traffic  for  permission,  and  the  reply  was  "  dispatch 
nothing."  So  he  must  leave  his  furniture  behind 
him,  There  are  (our  other  families  in  the  same 
fix,  the  railway  refusing  to  dispatch  their  effects, 
Surely  it  is  full  time  that  the  Central  raib^ay  were 
placed  under  the  control  of  men  who  know  what  a 
railway  is  for  and  how  to  run  It. 


— Merchandise  shipped  on  (he  38th  ult.  for  Sa- 
pucaia,  on  the  Central  Rsilway,  had  not  reached 
Its  destination  up  to  the  15th  inst. 

—Some  of  the  bondholders  of  the  Grio  Part 
stclioH  of  the  Leopoldina  railway  are  protesting 
agalnit  the  grant  of  any  more  favors  to  that  com* 

pany. 

—Owners  of  carts  complain  that  Iheir  vehicles 
have  lieen  kept  waiting  at  the  Central  railway 
station  lor  24  and  even  48  hours  without  being 
able  to  unload. 

— Il  is  expected  that  the  extension  of  (he  Central 
Railway,  on  which  at  present  2.000  laborers  are 
imployed,  will  be  in  operation  up  to  the  end  of 
the  year  as  far  as  Sele  Lagoas  and  that  work  will 
have  been  begun  on  Ihe  road  as  far  as  Curvello, 
which  is  117  kilometres  beyond, 

—Holders  ol  GxKo  Para  division  five  per  cent. 
fir>t  mortgage  bonds  of  the  Leopoldina  railway 
will  not  be  best  pleased  to  learn  that  (heir  interest 
which  is  due  to-day  will  not  be  forthcoming.  The 
president  has  cabled  to  Messrs.  Morton,  Rose  and 
Co.  that  in  consequence  of  the  great  falling  off  in 
the  receipts  ol  the  road  during  the  period  of  the 
cholera  epidemic,  and  owing  to  heavy  rains 
throughout  the  Leopoldina  zone  since  the  end  of 
November  last,  he  is  compelled  to  ask  for  a  delay 
ol  sixty  days  in  the  payment  ol  the  interest.  We 
can  only  ho|)e  that  the  delay  will  not  be  longer.—

—On  the  19th  inst.  Admiral  Jeronymo  G'm^alves 
had  a  long  inierview  with  President  Prudente  de 
Moraes. 

—The  number  of  cadets  to  be  admitted  into  the 
military  school  this  year  has  been  fixed  at  500,  of 
whom  100  may  be  officers, 

—Dr.  Aniilo  de  Vasconcellos  has  revived  the 
questinn  of  the  astronomical  blander  committed  in 
the  design  ol  the  southern  cross  on  Ihe  Brazilian 

n.g. 

— Capt.  Henrique  Pinheiro  Guedes  has  been 
appointed  president  of  (he  commission  (or  saper- 
vising  the  construction  of  Brazilian  war  vessels  in 
Europe. 

—The  Jornal  do  Bratil  complains  that  the 
racknges  of  papers  which  it  sends  by  post  to  S.

—There  were  1,425  deaths  in  this  city  last 
month,  which  shows  an  annual  mortality  of  30)^

—It  is  telegraphed  from  Paris  that  a  million 
francs  have  txen  paid  by  the  Brazilian  minister  to 
Ihe  families  ol  the  three  Frenchmen  assassinated 
in  Santa  Catharina. 

— The  Jornal  do  Commercio  asks  the  govern- 
ment to  publish  Ihe  report  of  the  police  authorities 
who  investigaied  the  caase  of  (he  burning  of  the 
telegraph  office  at  Porto  Alegre. 

—This  week  work  will  be  commenced  on  four 
new  telegraph  lines  connecting  this  city  with  S.

—It  would  seem  (ha(  Ihe  special  passes  for  the 
Central  railway  issued  during  the  revolt  for  the 
secret  police  and  spies  of  the  dictator,  are  still  in 
use.

—It  has  recently  been  discovered  that  15  for- 
eigners belonging  to  the  S.  Paulo  national  guard, 
charged  with  mutiny,  were  summarily  shot  in 
Parani,  It  is  said  that  this  will  give  rise  to  a 
diplomatic  claim. 

—The  Jornal  do  Bratil  of  Monday  contains  a 
letter  from  its  Montevideo  correspondent  which  will 
afford  interesting  reading  to  ex-Minister  Viciorino 
Montelro.  Congress  will  do  welt  to  inquire  into 
the  charges  made. 

—On  the  15th  inst.  Clydio  Annes  Pires  went  to 
Dr.  Carijd,  1st  assistant  delegate  of  the  Chief  of 
Police,  and  complained  that  he  had  Iwuglit  coon- 
terfit  notes  to  the  amount  nt  28:00  i$ooo  of  Jos£ 
Antonio  da  Silva  Cardoso,  who  had  failed  to  de- 
liver tlie  merchandise,  although  he  bad  received 
from  Clydio  the  stipulated  sum  of  5:ooofooo. 
Dr.  Carijd  caused  Cardoso  and  Clydio  to  Iw  lock- 
ed up,  but  the  latter  has  since  been  released. 
Januario  Soares,  said  to  be  an  accomplice  of  Car- 
doso,  was  arrested  on  the    l6th. 

—At  the  request  ot  the  prefect  of  the  city,  the 
chief  of  police  has  issued  an  order  prohibiting  the 
gambling  device  adopted  by  the  proprietor  of  the 
zoological  garden  of  Villa  Isalwl,  Uarnn  Drum- 
mond,  for  tlie  purpose  of  attracting  visitors.  This 
device  consisted  in  (he  sale  of  pools,  or  tickets, 
beaiing  tlie  name  of  an  animal,  and  in  the  deposit 
of  the  name  ol  .some  particular  animal  in  a  closed 
box  by  Ihe  baron  himself.  Those  whose  tickets 
liore  the  name  of  the  animal  chosen  received  pre- 
miums.  The  visitors  piid  i$ooo  lor  each  ticket, 
the  list  of  animals  contained  25  names  and  the 
premium  was  20$,  The  Baron,  therefore,  had  .a 
20  per  cenii  reserve  in  his  own  favor,  the  choice  of 
the  "  prize  animal  "  for  the  day,  and  the  profits. 
He  claims  that  it  has  been  done  lor  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  garden.  Apparently  he  does  not 
appreciate  the  fact  that  a  zooloi{ical  garden  can  be 
of  very  little  use  in  a  community  ntterty  demoiUl- 
ized  by  practices  such  as  tliese.  Rio  de  Janeiro 
can  Utter  do-without  a  opologicat  garden  than  with 
the  vice  which  the.  Baron  has'  created^  io^  its

—A  defalcailon  ol  10,000$  In  the  redemption 
bureau  has  been  diicovercd. 

—There  ii  said  to  b«  at  the  preient  time  45  cuei 
undergoing  Irial  by  court  martial. 

—The  police  ii  trying  to  learn  what  haa  become 
of  Tot^  Frederico  Ptrca  Camargo,  a  cterk  In  the 
Caiaa  da  Amdrliia^Ko,  who  dlaappeared  with  trea. 
tury  note!  to  the  amnunt  of  io,ooo$ooo  that  he 
had  received  (or  ligning. 

—We  regret  to  note  the  death  on  the  aoth  init. 
of  Mr.  Daniel  Daly,  at  the  aj[e  of  63  yean.  Mr. 
Daly  had  been  ■  reiidenl  in  Brazil  lor  twenty- 
seven  yean,  and  was  connected  with  the  old 
Britlih  and  American  Club  lor  a  good  part  or  that 
time. 

Hurrah  I  Dr.  Demotthenet  da  Silveira  Lobo,  for 
■our  sins  director- general  ol  ttie  jiostuftice,  yesler- 
day  tendered  his  resignation.  And,  it  ii  said,  the 
afoiesaid  resignation  was  accepted  1  We  may  now 
hope  tor  better  things,  and  expect  very  little  in 
doing  so. 

—On  the  l5lh  inat.  a  mass  is  to  be  said  at  the  S. 
Francisco  de  Paula  church  for  the  souls  of  the 
persons  who,  by  order  of  the  government  of  Mar- 
that  Florimno  Peixolo,  were  barlwirously  murdered 
jn  Santa  Catharina  by  the  commander  ol  the  mili. 
tary  district. 

—During  the  second  half  of  March  there  were 
37  deaths  bom  cholera  reported  in  this  city,  and 
45  in  the  Jnrujuba  hospital.  For  the  whole  month 
the  totals  were  8a  in  the  city  and  W  at  Jarujuhs. 
Of  the  former,  34  occurred  in  the  lunatic  asylum 
•D  BotafogO. 

—The  second  sanitary  conference  between  cer- 
tain foreign  ministers  and  representatives  of  the 
eovemment  occuis  to-day.  It  is  to  be  sincerely 
oped  that  common  sense  will  finally  prevail  and 
that  the  present  abuses  of  quarantine  will  be  for- 
•ever  abolished. 

—Some  days  ago  Admiral  Wandenkolk  tele- 
graphed from  this  city  to  a  friend  rt  Lambary, 
asking  him  to  take  rooms  for  him  at  Hotel  Melln. 
To  make  assurance  doubly  sure  he  again  tele- 
graphed from  Sotedade  ;  but  on  his  arrival  at 
Lambaryhe  found  that  neither  of  his  telegrams 
had  been  reeeived. 

—On  the  iSlh  the  Supreme  Tribunal  called  upon 
the  government  to  enforce  its  order  for  the  presen 
Ution  of  Col.  Fagundes  Tavares  by  the  state  gov 
ernment  of  Rio  Grande.  It  is  snid  that  tlie 
President  has  issued  orders  to  the  federal  com 
mandant  in  that  iiatfl  to  compel  obedience  to  the 
orders  of  the  court. 

—The  government  has  made  a  contract  with 
Mr.  Richard  I.  Reldy  for  laying  a  subfluvial  tele- 
graph cable  between  Pari  and  Mangos,  paying 
him  a  yearly  subsidy  ol  j^i7,l25.  The  conlrnctor 
agrees  to  make  an  abatement  of  $05^  on  othcial 
telegrams,  and  at  the  end  of  30  years  the  plant 
will  revert  to  the  government. 

— According  to  the  statistics  published  by  the 
board  of  health  there  were  123  marriages,  665 
births  and  7981  deaths  in  this  city  in  the  second 
fortnight  01  March.  Of  the  deaths  37  were  caused 
by  cholera  and  in  the  same  fortniglit  4%  cholera 
patients  were  sent  to  the  Jiirujuba  hospital.  There 
were  52  deaths  from  yellow  fever. 

—On  the  ISth  insl.,  at  the  residence  nl  Visconde 
de  Serro  Frio,  the  curtain  of  the  bed  in  which 
his  grandson  was  sleeping  took  fire  and  the  child 
was  so  severely  burnt  that  the  attending  physi- 
cian dispaits  of  his  recovery.  The  Visconde  and 
his  son,  Dr.  Ibrahim  Macnado,  were  also  burnt 
in  attempting  to  extinguish  the  flames. 

—On  the  l6th  inst.  the  prefect  of  the  city  wrote 
to  the  chief  of  police  calling  his  attention  to  the 
betting  on  animals  at  the  Zoological  garden  and 
expressing  the  hope  that  the  police  would  put  a 
stop  to  this  "  public  scandal. "  The  chief  has 
addressed  a  circular  to  the  police  delegates  urging 
them  to  take  steps  for  the  repression  ol  gambling. 
—There  were  52  deaths  from  yellow  fever  in 
this  city  during  the  last  halfof  March,  the  total 
for  the  month  being  86.  Kotwithstanding  the  mo- 
derate temperature  and  other  favorable  conditions 
the  number  of  fever  cases  has  been  steadily  in- 
creasing, showing  that  there  must  lie  some  very 
Onfavorable  aanitafy  conditions  existing  in  the 
city, 

—The  minister  of  finance  has  advised  the  minis- 
ter of  foreign  affairs  that  only  the  baggage  of  the 
diplomatic  representatives  (ambassadors,  ministers 
and  charges)  are  exempt  from  inspection  in 
the  custom  house.  Furniture  and  other  articles 
imported  by  them  and  llie  personal  effects  of 
consuls,  although  not  subject  to  import  duties, 
must  be  examined. 

—The  minister  of  finance  has  informed  that  of 
foreign  affairs  that  the  luggage  of  ambassadors, 
ministers  resident  and  c&arg^s  iV  affaires  may  be 
delivered  to  its  owners  without  being  opened,  but 
that  merchandise  imported  by  diplomats  for  their 
own  use  and  household  furniture  imported  by 
consuls,  thongh  exempt  from  duty,  are  subject  to 
examination  at  the  custom-house. 

—Dr.  Silvio  Romero  published  in  tlie  N'oticia 
of  the  I5lh  a  siiort  communication  asking  the 
government  or  congress  to  annutl  Floriano's  de- 
cree declaring  Dr.  Ruy  Barbosa  a  traitor  to  the 
republic  and  to  the  country.  Is  there  any  ne- 
cessity lor  annulling  such  a  decree  as  that  ?  And 
is  it  right  to  deprive  Dr.  Riiy  Barbosa  of  the  most 
honorable  part  of  his  political  record  ? 

—On  the  iSlh  inst.  the  chief  of  police  notified 
the  proprietor  of  the  Zoological  Garden  of  his  in- 
tention to  suppress  belling  on  animals.  On  the 
following  day  he  sent  to  the  garden  42  policemen 
for  executing  his  order  to  that  effect.  Baron  de 
Drummond,  proprietor  of  the  garden,  declared 
that,  until  his  contract  is  legally  annulled,  he  wilj 
continue  to  sell  tickets,  unless  prevented  by  force 
from  doing  so.  The  police  arresled  his  son-in-law 
and  one  of  his  employes,  who  persisted  in  selling 
tickets.  It  is  stated  that  Bar&o  de  Drummond  in. 
tends  to  bring  a  suit  defending  the  rights  to  which 
he  conaideti  himself  entitled  iii  virtue  of  his 
contract.

The  preparatory  sittings  nf  contiress  will  begin 
on  the  sSih  iiiat.  It  is  proiiable  that  the  coming 
session  will  lie  very  interesting,  and  tlie  complica- 
tions in  the  poliiical  situation  are  such  that  it  is 
impouibli  to  foreaee  what  shape  matters  will  take 
when  they  come  up  for  diacussion  in  congress. 

—Yesterday  Col.  Demosthenes  of  the  posloflice 
tendered  his  resignation,  which,  we  learn,  was  at 
once  accepted  by  the  government.  This  is  cer- 
tainly good  news,  especially  for  the  press,  which 
will  probably  find  some  appropriate  way  of  dis- 
playing its  gratilicalion  at  so  felicitous  an  event. 

—The  Supreme  Tribunal  having  called  upon  the 
President  to  enforce  its  order  for  the  surrender  of 
Col.  Facundo  Tavares,  the  whole  country  is  now 
wailing  to  see  what  the  result  will  be.  The  conn- 
try,  quite  disinterestedly,  of  course,  wishes  to 
know  which  is  the  stronger,  the  President  or  the 
governor  of  Rio  Grande. 

—Admiral  Marques  Guimariies,  in  an  article  in 
the  Jormaldo  Commtrcio  a  propos  to  the  losa  of  the 
KeyMatftMnfe,  says  that,  if  the  builders  of  the 
two  smalt  ironclads  in  construction  at  the  navy 
yard  do  not  modify  their  plana  so  as  to  admit  ol  a 
double  helm,  he  will  have  no  hesitation  in  accus- 
ing them  of  knowingly  working  against  the  in- 
terests  of  the  navy  and  tlie  lives  and  honor  ol  their 
comrades. 

—The  Jemal  do  Commttcio  ol  the  I9lh  relates 
that  another  tragedy  has  been  unearthed  in  Parand. 
Among  the  national  guards  sent  there  IrOm  SAo 
Pauln  were  15  foreigners.  Becoming  tired  of  tlie 
service,  they  asked  to  be  discharged.  Under  the 
pretext  that  a  mutiny  had  occurred,  the  whole  1$ 
were  taken  out  and  shot.  One  of  them  was  a 
minor,  and  it  is  said  that  the  minister  of  his  country 
has  asked  for  information  in  regard  to  the  matter. 

•—In  view  of  the  complaints  of  broker  Alfredo  de 
Barros,  an  ex-political  prisoner,  whose  papers,  in* 
eluding  bank  stock,  delwntures,  notes  of  hand, 
other  valuable  documents  and  even  money,  were 
seiied  by  the  police  when  be  was  arrested  and 
never  returned  to  him,  the  police  authoritiei  have 
appointed  experts  to  investigate  the  matter.  It  Is 
already  known  that  before  the  prisoner  was  re- 
leased several  of  the  notes  became  due  and  were 
cashed  by  the  Banco  da  Republica.  Who  received 
the  money  ? 

—A  passeuRer  of  the  steamer  La  Plata  in  a 
letter  to  ihe  Jormtl  do  Brazil  complains  very  much 
of  the  fare  at  the  quarantine  station  on  Ilha  Grande. 
The  ciwkery  and  attendance,  he  says,  are  both 
very  bad  and  there  is  very  little  variety  in  the 
dishes  served  at  the  meals.  CoiTee  and  dessert 
can  not  be  obtained  lor  love  or  money  and  eggs 
are  only  to  be  had  when  passengers  take  the  pre- 
caution to  carry  them  with  them  from  on  Imard. 
The  passengers  in  quarantine  have  to  pay  I0$000 
a  day  for  board  without  wine. 


—The  Ince  factory  in  ihis  cily  on  rua  Francisco 
Eugenio  manulactnres  from  three  to  five  thousand 
metres  per  diem  and  it  is  said  that  it  will  shortly 
be  able  to  produce  from  ten  to  fifteen  thousand. 

—It  is  said  that  the  government  has  decided  to 
recall  some  ol  the  expensive  commissions  now 
maintained  in  Europe.  That  Is  a  sound  resolu- 
tion and  will,  we  trust,  be  promptly  executed. 

—The /(trwii/ of  Friday  last  says  that  the  trea- 
surer of  the  Central  railway  has  licen  given  eight 
days  in  which  to  preaent  his  accounts.  He  has 
been  removed  from  the  olhce  and  the  secretary  of 
the  road  has  been  ap|K)inied  to  succeed  him. 

—The  Banco  da  Republica  has  exhausted  its 
4lh  seiies  of  bonus,  as  the  documents  issued  ns 
loans  to  industrial  enterprises  are  called.  The 
bank  has  issued  loans  to  71  enterprises,  varying 
from  3,500,000$  to  the  Tccidos  S.  Laiarn  com- 
pany, down  to  15,000$  granted  to  an  agricultu- 
ralist. 

—The  minister  ol  interior  has  been  studying  the 
question  of  colonizing  the  Rio  Araguary,  and 
will  now  consnlt  the  tribunal  de  conUu  alwut  the 
1,000,000$  voted  lor  that  purpose.  Better  wait  a 
litlle  lonijer,  Mr.  Minister;  and  the  country  will  be 
1,000,000$  the  richer  for  it!  These  coloniialion 
schemes  are  generally  complete  failures! 

-It  is  perhaps  a  waste  of  time  and  effort  to 
protest  against  the  abuses  existing  in  the  posloffice 
of  this  city,  but  it  is  essential  that  a  record  of 
them  should  tw  made  so  that  the  public  may  know 
how  shamefully  it  is  served.  The  latest  complaint 
is  in  regard  to  a  failure  to  forward  foreign  mails 
by  the  vessels  they  were  intended  to  i;o  on.  Two 
cargoes  of  coffee — one  to  the  Ca[ie  and  one  to  New 
Orleans— have  lately  arrived  at  their  destinations, 
but  without  Ihe  documents  belonging  to  them. 
Telegrams  have  l>een  received  inquiring  for  them, 
and  the  postoffice  will  ol  course  be  asked  for  an 
explanation— but  what  good  will  it  do?  There  is 
no  sense  of  duty  whatever  in  that  department,  and 
a  plausible  excuse  will  be  found  to  cover  what  ii 
nothing  less  than  gross  netjiect.  The  letters  en- 
closing invoices  and  other  documents  are  generally 
posted  jiiBt  liefors  the  closing  ol  the  mails,  and  as 
the  public  servant  now  considers  himsell  privileged 
to  work  or  not,  he  neglects  to  send  forward  these 
letters  if  it  suits  his  convenience  to  do  so.  U  the 
abuse  continues,  the  steamers  will  have  to  carry 
mails  On  their  own  account. 


CRICKET  MATCH. 


The  following  cricket  match  was  played  on  the 
Rua  Paysandii  grounds  on  Good  Friday,  the  12th 
inst.,  between  the  employes  of  the  Carioca  Mills  on 
the  one  side  and  a  combination  of  the  AUianga, 
CorcDvado  and  S.  Christovlo  Mills  on  the  other. 
Tlie  day  was  everything  to  be  desired  and  the 
match  was  thoroachly  enjoyed.  It  bad  been  de- 
cided in  advance  that  the  match  would  l>e  decided 
on  the  first  innings  in  case  there  was  insufficient 
time  to  finish  before  drawing  the  stumps  at  4 
o'clock,  which  proved  to  lie  tlie  case.
